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Raw MaTERIAL—No. VII. 
Joun 8. BRADFORD, DUNDFE. 


In addition to the English centres, Dundee, a 
town in Scotland, supplies a large amount of 
fibre through the medium of J. 8S. Bradford. 
Dundee is the great centre of the jute trade, and 
is therefore the chief place where jute waste 
and every other description of jute material 
may be obtained. Mr. Bradford has two large 
establishments in the town, which he has fitted 
up entirely for the paper stock trade. 

The first building to describe is the Baltic 
street works, situated ina very central part of 
the town, not far from the docks, and devoted 
entirely to the selecting and packing of rags, 
ropes, and waste papers. This building is five 
stories in height. It has a frontage to Baltic 
street of 120 feet and from end to end is 40 feet 
wide inside. It is divided into three equal fire- 
proof divisions by walls running from the ground 
up through the roof, with iron doors for com- 
munication on the various floors. The whole 
building thus contains fifteen compartments 
about 40 feet square, each having a door open- 
ing to the street and by means of three very 
simple and ingenious hoists, which are worked 
by the steam power (each hoist being situated at 
the top floor), goods may be lifted into or low- 
ered from any room in the building from or to 
the street. In the centre division there is also 
an inside lift or elevator about 6 feet square, 
capable of carrying two tons weight up or down 
from any one floor. Alongside this elevator 
there is a spiral iron staircase ascending from 
the bottom tothe top floor. Many of the details 
of the system employed here in selecting, over- 
hauling, packing and shipping the different 
kinds of goods are interesting and somewhat 
different from those of any other packer in the 
trade. 

The rags consist for the most part of the ordi- 
nary English selection as got up with a view to 
the requirements of the American market, viz: 
fines, outshots, seconds, blues, prints, fustians, 
blacks, new and old linens, &c., also bagging and 
waste papers of the usual classes. These goods 
are purchased by Mr. Bradford from the various 
dealers throughout the country, either in a 
partly selected state or in a miscellaneous assort- 
ment; but in all cases they are carefully selected 
or overhauled before being packed. Mixed 
goods which require sorting are hoisted at once 
to tha top story, where the waste papers are 
sorted at one end and the rags at the other end 
of the building. All the sorting is done on this 
floor by women and girls, whose work is over- 
looked by a foreman in each department. As 
the rags or waste papers are sorted they are taken 
down to the fourth story, where they are put 
through trap doors in the floor and fall into 
bins on the third story, each bin being set apart 
for a particular class of stock. From the bins 
the rags are taken as required and put down 
through a canvas shoot into the press 
room, which is on the second floor. In the 
same way (canvas shoots) rags may be sent 
from any of the upper floors right down 
to the press room. In this room we found a 
very powerful hydraulic press being kept 
busily at work. The ram is 12 inches in dia- 
meter, and the press is fitted with a gauge, which 
showed the working pressure while we were 
there to be 244 tons the square inch, which makes 
an exceedingly hard packed bale of handy size, 
and weighing 5to 6cwt. This press turns out 
some 12 tons or more per day, the minimum 
quantity being 40 bales daily. The end rooms 
on this floor are used for storing the packed and 
completely finished bales, The engine room, 
boiler house, stables, cart shed and mechanic 
shops, where the hoops for the bales are made, 
&c., are situated on the ground floor. There are 
about thirty hands employed here altogether, 
turning out about 75 tons of rags, bagging and 
waste papers per week. 

The head offices of the firm are in the Baltic 
Buildings, a new stone edifice on the opposite 
side of the street from the works, and connected 
therewith by a speaking tube. These offices are 
very commodious, and furnished and fitted up 
with every convenience for the carrying on of 
a large trade. . 

I next visited Clepington Waste Works, which 
is by far the largest and most interesting of Mr. 
Bradford’s establishments. Theso works are 
situated about one mile from Baltic street, and 
are connected with the head office by telegraph. 
They stand in two acres of ground, and are sur- 
rounded by four streets, having thus every facil- 
ity for extension when required. The buildings 
are ent’rely fire proof, the outside walls being 
built of squared stone, with iron columns and 
beams inside, supporting floors of arched brick 





of which is sixty feet square inside. 










work, covered with concrete. The main build. 


ing is four stories in height, and is divided into 
two parts by a wall running up through the 


roof. Each division has thus four rooms, each 
The lower 
rooms are sixteen feet, and the upper fourteen feet 
in height. These works are devoted to the collect- 
ing, dusting, cleaning and packing of jute, hemp 
and flax wastes in all their varieties, but par- 
ticularly jute material, Dundee being the centre 
of the jute industry. Jute is shipped from Cal- 
cutta direct to Iundee, where there are some 
hundreds of mills and manufactories exclusively 
engaged in converting this material into jute 
cloth, sacking, carpeting, and other fabrics. Of 
course in the various processes of preparing, 
spinning and weaving, large quantities of waste 
occur. In the carding and spinning process the 
waste is fine, fluffy, and contains *‘ shive,” and a 
good deal of dust and dirt. The weavers’ waste 
is clean and goes by the name of “threads.” 
Another waste is the rops used to bind the bales 
of jute coming from Calcutta. These ropes ac- 
cumulate and are sold by contract to Mr. Brad- 
ford, who, in fact, contracts for the entire 
wastes from nearly all the large jute factories in 
his town. He sends his carts and lorries to the 
mills and brings away the waste to the works, 
where it is put through various dusters and 
shakers, which turn it out in various grades of 
stock in regular quality. Without giving it 
time to get dirty again by being stacked or left 
in heaps, it is at once press-packed and ready for 
shipment. There are five hydraulic presses 
here, all worked by one of the finest and most 
powerful sets of hydraulic pumps I have ever 
seen. The rapidity with which bales can be 
pressed by means of these pumps is something 
marvelous. I timed one of the presses in press- 
ing up a bale of jute waste and a ba'e of jute 
threads, and I found the whole thing was com- 
pleted and the hoops on the bale in one and 
three quarters to two minutes. This is the fast- 
est work I have ever seen done by a press. There 
are five dusters, also, which make different 
qualities of waste, each having a special brand. 
There are dusters to separate the dust only from 
the waste, others to separate the dust and small 
short loose fibres—these latter are not wasted— 
but are divided again, the loose fibres being sold 
to lower paper-makers, while the dust is sold as 
manure. There isa special hydraulic press in 
the bottom floor used solely and entirely to pack 
this dust into bales to economize space in the 
warehouse. Several hundreds of tons of this 
dust are taken out of the waste during the year. 
The waste from flax is treated in much the same 
way. The waste from the spinning mills is 
dusted and sold to paper-makers. It is used 
most extensively in Lancashire, where common 
news is made at such cheap prices. There are 
also some machines here which tease and comb 
the flax, rendering it in a fit condition to be used 
by felt makers aud others. 


In going over the stock at Clepington Works, 
I was struck with the cleanliness of the whole 
place—a thing which dealers and packers ought 
to pay more attention to, as paper-makers don’t 
like dirt or grit. I attributed this to the imme- 
diate packing of the stuff directly it is cleaned 
and dusted. The dusting is all done on the two 
bottom floors, the dusting of the dust, if I may 
use such a term, being absolutely done under 
ground. In looking over a stock of 1,000 tons, 
it is difficult to find anything very entertaining, 
you come upon tier after tier of bales. 1 noticed 
many marks, mostly letters within a diamond, 
many of which are doubtless very familiar to 
your readers. I saw diamond J, cleaned waste; 
diamond W, ropes; diamonds H 1 and X brands 
of jute threads, and diamond E cuttings of jute 
cloth, with all of which I was much struck, as 
they seemed to me all that a paper-maker could 
desire. The jute threads are divided into thick, 
thin and fine, all of which are really first-rate 
fibre. There are colored threads, too, from 
carpets, marked diamond O. I saw some linen 
cuttings, very excellent stuff, but very expen- 
sive, naturally. Linen threads are very nice 
looking material; also expensive. They are di- 
vided into white, cream and brown threads, 
and are the waste from the linen weaving looms. 
There are about forty hands emplsyed at these 
works, and the weekly output at present is about 
160 tons. 


The engine hguse adjoins the main building, 
and contains a very good horizontal high pres- 
sure engine, 20 inches cylinder, 4,feet stroke, and 
with a fly-wheel 12 feet diameter, having seven 
grooves in it which drive the machinery in the 
various floors by means of ropes. The stables, 
boiler house and drying house adjoin each other, 
but are separated by brick walls running through 
the roof. These three buildings stand at a dis 
tance cf about 40 feet from the main building. 


There are six horses kept to do the carting work 


here. The stables are very comfortable and 
well arranged, with hay-loft overhead, where 


-dcors, &c., are closed ranges from 150° to 200° 





there are covert steam ‘machines for cutting 
chaff and hay, and bruising the corn. A steam- 
pipe scalds the horses’ food—a very excellent 
and economical idea. 

The boiler house contains a boiler 25 feet by 
6\¢ feet, with ample room for another alongside 
of the same size. There is also a machine here 
for straightening, cutting and punching the 
hoops for the bales, worked by a little engine, 
which also drives the corn-cutting and one or 
two machines. 

The drying house is worthy of special notice. 
It is built entirely fire proof, the walls being 
brick. It is supported by iron columns and 
girders inside, and has iron doors and window- 
shutters. There are three patent ventilators in 
the roof. There are two floors in this building 
constructed entirely of perforated gratings. It 
is heated in a very excellent and economical 
manner by the waste steam from the engine 
and the surplus heat from the furnaces. In the 
first place the waste steam enters the building 
about two feet below the level of the ground in 
cast-iron pipes of 12 inches diameter, which, 
after traversing the building immediately below 
the lowest floor three times, ascend and enter 
the chimney stalk at the upper part of the dry- 
ing house. In the next place, the heated smoke 
and flame from the furnaces, after it has passed 
through the boiler flues and before it enters the 
stalk, is brought into the centre of the lowest 
room by means of a cast metal pipe 22 inches in 
diameter. After passing up the middle of the 
room it returns again just beneath the perfor- 
ated floor above, to the end of the building, 
where it enters the chimney stalk. By an ar- 
rangement of light movable bars, some six or 
eight tons of material can be suspended through- 
out the Luilding, and dried in the course of a 
day without any extra expense. The heat 
which is obtained by these means when the 


Fahrenheit. So many disputes occur through 
damp material, particularly bagging, that per- 
haps it is better to spend £500 in this way and 
end all danger of dispute from this cause by 
drying all the damp stuff coming in. I was 
very glad to see this arrangement and could not 
help comparing Mr. Bradford’s evi !ent anxiety 
to have his stuff packed dry with the hosing 
operation so recently exposed in THE JOURNAL 

While I was at Dundee, Mr. Bradford was 
loading a vessel of 600 tons, the David Taylor, 
with paper stock. This vessel will no doubt have 
arrived ere this at New York. I learn that since 
then this firm has loaded another vessel of about 
the same size, the Bertha, which is now 
afloat with an entire cargo of paper stock for 
your port. Notwithstanding the very large 
trade evidently being carried on at these works, 
perhaps what struck me most was the extraor- 
dinary facility for increasing the turn-out when 
necessary. 

I greatly admired the hydraulic pumps. They 
are made by Parker, of Dundee, and cost about 
£400. Icertainly never saw such press packing, 
either for speed or hard packing. 

Your readers may learn some idea of the ex- 
tent of this business when they know that the 
value of the buildings and plant occupied by the 
firm—all of which is the freehold property of 
Mr. Bradford—is upward of £20,000. There is 
no doubt that jute is a splendid tough fibre, and 
the capital employed and the care bestowed upon 
its preparation and selection at these works are 
a sufficient recommendation as to its applicability 
to paper-making.

The New Albion Mill. 


The new Albion Mill at Holyoke is rapidly ap- 
proaching completion. It adjoins the No. 1 mill 
and is substantial and convenient in every re- 
spect. The main building is 320 feet long, 34 
feet wide and two stories high, with attic. The 
engine room is 225 feet by 34 feet and contains 
thirteen 1,000-lb. rag engines. Two rotary 
bleachers in this room have a capacity of 4} 
tons each. The machine room is 30 feet by 104 
feet and contains one 84-inch Rice, Barton & 
Fales Fourdrinier paper machine. The second 
machine room is 104 feet by 30 feet and contains 
an 86-inch machine. 
is 32x18 feet, and contains the screens. The fin- 
ishing room is 195x30 feet, two stories and attic, 
above basement, and is divided into two rooms 
by a fire proof wall. The first tower is 15x20, 
three stories high, and contains an elevator and 


stairs. This tower is surmounted by a mansard | 


roof. The second tower is 14x20 feet, four 
stories high, and is also provided with ele- 
vator and stairs. The size room is 32x20 feet, 
two stories high. The Jordan engine room 
is 354¢x16 feet, two stories high. It contains

one 0 Jorden ¢ engine to be used for grinding stock. 

An addition, 18x32 feet, contains another engine. 

The boiler room is 34x37, and contains four 16x 
41¢ feet boilers. The chimney is 100 feet in 
height, and has a 40-feet flue. The mill is pro- 
vided with four dusters and four Daniels’ rag 
cutters. The rag room is situated over the en- 
gine room, and will accommodate one hundred 
and twenty-five girls. The stock house is 40x82 
feet, two stories high, and a switch track from 
the Holyoke and Westfield Railroad runs by the 
door, rendering the delivery of rags an easy 
matter. The wheel pit is 14x26 feet, and con- 
tains one 45-inch wheel for driving the rag en- 
gine, one 24-inch wheel for driving the finishing 
department, and one 30-inch wheel for driving 
the paper machine. The fall is 28 feet. In the 
basement of the mill are twenty-two large brick 
drainers for storing and draining half-stock. 
There are four large web super-calenders, and 
six stock cutters. The mill is well built, the ma- 
chinery is of the best, and all the modern im- 
provements have been introduced. The working 
force will number two hundred and twenty-five 
persons, and the total capacity will be about ten 
tons per day. The first paper will probably 
be made in July next. 
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An Old German Pamphlet Anent Paper 
Making. 





(Translated for Tae Paper Trape JournaL from the 
Papier Zeitung.) 


A very interesting pamphlet lies before us, 
which, though dating from 1736, isin a good state 
of preservation, the durability of the paper be- 
ing in striking contrast to that of the printing 
papers of the present day. The title runs as 
follows: 

‘Some Unpretending Views on the Question 
When was the Making of Paper from Old Linen 
Rags Discovered ¢? And How Long May it Well 
Have Reen in Use in Pomerania? Composed 
for the Public Weal and Printed for D. Johann 
Samuel Heringen, Imperial Forest, War and 
Dorrain Counsel of the Chamber and Professor 
Juris Ordinario in the Imperial Gymnasium 
here. Old Stettin, Printed by Hermann Gott- 
fried Effenbarthen, E. E. Council and City Book 
Printer. 1736.” 

The learned professor before undertaking to 
defend the claim of his beloved Pomerania for 
the early manufacture of paper, describes a 
water mark in a manuscript of the Wolgast 
Archives, A. D., 1496. The mark, in his opinion, 
represents the bishop’s mitre. He says with 
} regard to it: 

*‘And so have I observed that the sign in this 
old paper, nearly two and onehalf se@cula, 
represented a bishop’s mitre, and might bea 
finger in length, and that on the top of the hat 
was the form of astar, and under the samea 
cross, and on both sides were three little balls, 
which might, to all appearances, typify precious 
stones, and in the centre of the mitre was 
another cross, which had likewise two on each 
side, more underneath and over the rim, so as to 
encircle the head, were five more globes, which 
were divided by a line, and on this were a row 
of seven figures, representing Latin V’s, and on 
the fourth V was to be seen a small giobe or 
pearl, on which was a small point, as plainly 
shown by the above figure.” 

After this description the author returns to his 
original task of proving that paper must have 
been in use in Pomerania in the Thirteenth Cen- 
tury. He seeks to prove this by saying the 
Pomeranian princes must have employed no- 
taries and scriveners, and acts and legal docu- 
ments could not possibly be all written on 
parchment, owing to its dearness and the diffi- 
culty of using it. 

The author then tries to prove that because 
paper copies of manuscripts of 1261 and 1373 are 
certified to be conformable, the latter also must 
be not of parchment, but of paper. 

The Pomeranian Duke Bogislaus X. returned 
in 1496 from the Holy Land, and brought one 
Peter of Ravena to Griefswald as Professor of 
Law, and he procured some of the best paper- 
makers of Fabriano to improve the Pomerania 
manufacture. The Italians appear at that time 
to have made the most advances in the trade. 
One Angelus Gotha says in his treatise on the 
Papal Library: ‘‘And all kinds of paper are 
made at Fabriano—as the Papal, I:nperial and 
Royal—but the small papers which are made 
at Foligne exceed all others in quality, although 
the Lvons paper is also held in esteem.” 

The author came into possession of several 
manuscripts, most of them without a date, but 

| which were copies of older ones, and one of 
which he thinks must have been written before 
1317. Regarding this manuscript the enthusias- 
tic professor cries out: ‘‘So, such paper may 
very well have been made in the thirteenth 
| secula either in the Stolp or Stepnitz muiil.” 
It is evident that the professor bad sought in 








an appended letter of the paper manufacturer 
Miinch of the royal paper mill ‘‘Zum Hoben 
Krug” and dated April 21, 1736. This letter is 
the more interesting as the Hohen Krug factory 
still exists, and was in the possession of the 
Miinch family till some eight years ago. The 
letter is as follows: 

The answer, according to my knowledge, to 
your Honor’s request as to information about 
paper making. 

1, It is not known to me, and I trust, also, that 
it is not to any of our people, who can tell about 
the first inventor of paper, or in what place he 
lived or resided. 

2. The invention of the same took place in the 
following manner (although indeed there may 
be means to find it out otherwise) but, it has 
been accepted by old and experienced paper- 
makers wherever I have been, that it was dis- 
covered by a Catholic monk in the following 
way: After the aforementioned monk had 
quarreled with his brethren of the cloister, and 
perambulated his cell in vexation of spirits, he 
must accidentally have taken a piece of linen 
in his mouth and chewed it quite fine, and then 
not knowing from his anger what he therewith 
doth he throws it at the wall so that it mats 
together. And so accidentally after some days 
he perceives it and finds it dry, and takes it off, 
and it appears like a piece of paper, and he 
smooths it with the nail of his thumb, and tries 
whether it may not be written upon, and, then 
as it succeeds, he tries whether it could not be so 
treated as tospare the difficult engraving on 
wax and lead. Thereupon he takes linen and 
cuts it in pieces and puts them in a large mortar 
and lets it be beaten in water until it becomes 
pulp, which he spreads thinly over a board and 
lets it dry and then makes it smooth with a 
hammer, or, it is likely, with a wooden beater. 
And now that he finds that it is well, and that 
the linen can be beaten up small, he thought 
over the matter until he made a machine to 
drive the water, but which may not have been 
similar to those of the present day. And as the 
leaves of the tree papyrus were much used 
for writing in that place, so did it at last receive 
that name, but in what year and place is to us 
unknown. 

3. Nor can I state in what secula and in 
what year the first paper was made here in 
Pomerania, and I have no further information 
than that in the year 1500 at Stolpe, in Nether- 
Pomerania, my ancestor (a born Suabian, who 
learnt his trade at Saltzburg) had made paper. 
After him my grandfather, A. D. 1648, whose 
name was Andreas Pirast, and who was a native 
of Freiberg, in Saxony. Nor do I know whether 
the oldest mill in Pomerania be the Stepenitz or 
that of Stolp. But formerly, in the year 1698, 
there stood an old paper mill not far from here, 
but which has now fallen to ruin. But how long 
it existed do not know, &c. I remain in the 
meantime of your honor, and of my most re- 
spectable councillor the obedient and wiiling

If anything, we have had a quieter week than 
last, owing to the holidays. Bank Holiday— 
Whit Monday—was a fearfully disappointing 
day, and therefore could not be counted. Ac- 
cordingly the following day was kept up. The 
weather has been very bad, and during the 
whole week we have only hada decently fine 
day on Thursday. It’s getting monotonous now, 
and everybody is wondering if we are to have 
any more fine weather at all. 

The markets are in the same position as be- 
fore, and no change of any import is to be re- 
ported. Rags are steady at former prices. The 
middle classes of strong linens are especially 
looked after, but nothing has been done this 
week, being Whit week. A few orders are in 
from your side this week for bagging, but I have 
not heard of a single line in this article for home 
consumption. Waste papers have improved 
somewhat, and any offers of lower figures don’t 
lead to business. The slightly improved tone of 
the chemical! markets has been tolerably well sus- 
tained during the week, but it cannot be said 
that any actual progress bas been achieved. A 
fair amount of firmness in prices is still ob- 
servable, and quotations generally are consistent 
in their ranges; nevertheless, these are not so 


persistently adhered to, and buyers may score | 


additional advantages by a little prudent ang 
ling. This may no doubt be attributed to the 
influence of the holidays, which has detracted a 
considerable amount of attention from business 
and rendered manufacturers more pliable. Not 


withstanding the yearly increasing magnitude | 


of this interference, a by no means unsatiasfact- 
ory trade has been done during the week, and 
sales have been a good deal easier of negotia 
tion, both on home and export account. The 
contract branch is the one which has most seri- 
ously been interrupted, if not indeed almost en- 
tirely suspended, by the holidays. It may be 
accepted, however, that the ensuing week will 
not only see a renewed activity, but will severe- 
ly test the stability of the apparently improved 
tone of the markets. Sodas have been in weak 
demand, and have secured few additional in- 
quiries. Ash is moderately steady at full rates. 
Bleaching powder manufacturers are disposed 
to increase their rates, but too many influences 
militate against them. 

In mill gossip I have nothing to send you. I 
don’t hear of anything very interesting. The 
fact is, paper-makers are very quiet; they have 
very little to encourage them to talk. Mills 
keep going, and that’s about all that can be said. 
Prices of paper are very low, and there is not 
at present the remotest chance of any improve- 
ment. Cheap news at from 2!¢d. to 2%4. and 
even 3d. is a drug on the market, and everybody 
seems able to do it at that price. 

I believe, as a result of the low prices of paper, 
we have been cursed with the entrée of a new 
and very low class of literature. In the main 
streets some scores of men and boys hawk these 
foul effusions, which sell at 1d. per copy. At 
present we have two such weekly periodicals. I 
do not intend to advertise them, but I can’t help 
thinking it is high time our Government stepped 
in and stopped some of the so-called ‘‘ current 
literature |” 

Our esteemed patron, Mr. C. Paetow, of Old 
Jewry, E. C., has removed into larger offices to 
accommodate an exhibition of samples of French 
and German rags and wood pulps, &c. His new 
offices are at the same address, and, indeed, are 
on the same floor. 

On bank holiday, in pouring rain, and ‘by 
the sad sea waves” at Brighton, might have been 
seen the dejected countenances of several prom- 
inent ‘‘ parties” connected with our paper trade. 
There were two large dealers well known to 
your trade; there were two of our paper-mak- 
ers, another dealer in foreign paper stock, a

An auction sale of the printing and binding

street, was held on Wednesday by order of the 
assignee, Anthony C. D’Ozeville. A fair attend- 
ance was present at the sale, and the most 
valuable portion of the articles sold brought very 
low prices, while on the other hand, theless de- 
sirable goods brought their full value. The 
assignee will divide the assets among the credi- 
tors and settle up the estate as soon as practi- 
cable. 


The creditors of A. W. Lovering, bookseller, 
met at Boston on Wednesday, and appointed C 
A. B. Shepard (of the firm of Lee & Shepard), Mr. 
Johnson (of Rand & Avery), and C. H. Hunter, 
a committee of investigation. It was stated 
that Mr. Lovering’s failure was chiefly attrib- 
utable to two causes—his removal from his old 
stand and his being obliged to borrow money at 
higher rates than he could afford to pay. The 
liabilities are $83,283.44, of which $76,688.79 is 
direct, and $6,614.65 contingent debts. Of the 
direct debts, $70,949.47 is notes, and 85,719.32 
accounts. The makers of the indorsed notes, 
which constitute the contingent liabilities, are 
supposed to be good, so that it is expected that 
Mr. Lovering will have to meet only the direct in- 
debtedness. The above liabilities are exclusive 
of $11,987.16 of debts which are covered by 
security. They embrace, however, $4,900 of 
indebtedness, which was originally secured, but 
which has been assigned by the first payee, the 
latter being now holden as indorser on the 
notes that were assigned. The assets are $42,- 
081.98 in stock (at cost) in the Boston store, 
#1,000 in stock at Lynn, and $1,040.17 in ac- 
counts, making a total of $44,122.15.

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Disastrous Rotary Boiler Explosion. 


KILLED—GREAT DaMaGE TO PROP- 
ERTY. 


One Man 


The works of the Massillon Paper Company at 
Massillon, Ohio, was the scene of a most terrible 
catastrophe on last Friday night. The American 
says that about half-past ten o’clock of that 
evening one of the rotary chemical boilers used 
in the mill exploded suddenly and with most 
wonderful force. This boiler, with another some- 
what larger and which occupied a parallel posi- 
tion, was situated in the northeast corner of the 
mill, and at the time of the occurrence the quan- 
tity of steam was not greater than usual. 

A small force of men were at work on the 
night turn and fortunately were engaged in 
another part of the mill, except Frederick Gross- 
viler, who was only a few feet from the boiler in 
question. After the explosion he was found 
lying near by in an insensible condition, with his 
jaw broken, burnt and scalded over the entire 
body, and almost suffocated by the denseness of 
the steam which filled the building. The man 
was taken to his home, medica] aid was sum- 
moned and all possible effort made to save his 
life, but he died in about six hours. He had 
been an employe of the company for about ten 
years, was forty-five years of age, and leaves a 
wife and four children. 

When the boiler burst it shot through the 
north end of the building, struck and demolished 
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a lime shed about tw wontay feet away, and con- 
tinued its course through the air over the barn, 
about thirty feet from the mill, and found a 
resting place on the platform scales alongside of 
the office of the lower furnace, a distance of one 
hundred yards, and crushed the scales com- 
pletely. This boiler was made of about half- 
inch iron, was five feet in diameter, and eighteen 
feet long, and weighed more than three tons, 
The manhead of the boiler, weighing one hun- 
dred and fifty pounds, was thrown twenty-five 
yards further. 

All that part of the. mill in which the boiler 
was located was rendered virtually a total ruin, 
In addition to the damage done to the side of the 
building by the egress of the boiler, the roof fell 
in, the floors were torn up, a fflumber of large 
wooden pillars supporting them being thrown 
down, and the machinery was disarranged, and 
a part of it rendered useless. The entire damage 
done is estimated at about $3,000. 

Concerning the cause of the explosion there 
are all kinds of conjectures and statements in 
circulation. Mr. Silk, the Superintendent, in- 
formed us that the boiler had been in use for two 
years, and that it appeared the head of it con- 
tained defective iron. In his inquest Coroner 
Anderson took the testimony of a number of ex- 
perts, practical boiler makers and mechanics, 
looking to an explanation of the cause.

General Notes. 





There is some talk of a paper exhibition in 
Paris, to be held next year. 


The French paper duty brought in 3,393,000 
francs during the first quarter of 1879. 


A considerable quantity of esparto grass is 
now shipped from Tunis to England. The ship- 
ping ports are Susa, Sfax apd Gerba. 


The Russische Chronik states that the Archzeo- 
logical Society of Moscow has already collected 
the sum of 9,000 roubles towards the erection of 
a monument to the first Russian printer, Ivan 
Foedorowitch. 


Although Stuttgart has only a population of 
115,000, it possesses 49 newspapers and periodi- 
cals, nine of which are illustrated. There are 
97 publishers and booksellers, nine typefoundries 
and 88 bookbinding establishments. 


The postal card factory at Holyoke has turned 
out 9,000,000 cards so far this month, as many 
asinallof May, although June is generally a 
light month. July is the heaviest month, when 
they expect to send off 30,000,000 cards. 


Fire-proof paper for valuable documents may 
be made from one part vegetable fibre, two 
parts asbestos, one-tenth of a part borax, nine- 
tenths of apartalum. A fire proof iuk for the 
same may be made from 850 grains graphite, 80 
grains copal varnish, 75 grains copperas, 300 
grains tincture of galls and indigo carmine.— 
Der Techniker. 


The sale of the residue of the damaged stock 
by»the fire at Watson’s stores, Brooklyn, which 
was announced to take place on last Tuesday, is 
postponed until next Tuesday, owing to its not 
being in readiness to be offered. The quantity to 
be sold is about 1,000 tons, including jute, jute 
butts, hemps Sisal stock. 


The Treasury Department, under advices of 
the extinction of the plague in Southern Russia, 
gives official notice to collecturs of customs re- 
voking the regulations issued March 3, 1879, to 
prevent the introduction of the plague into the 
United States, by imposing certain restrictions 
upon the importation of rags, &c., into the 
United States. 


At the regular monthly meeting of the 4 meri- 
can Palm Pulp and Paper Company, held in 
Wasbington on June 5, 1879, Dr. Josiah Curtis 
was elected President of the company, to fill the 
office made vacant by the death of the Hon. 
Ebon C. Ingersoll, and Colonel Robert G. Inger- 
soll was elected a member of the Board of Trus- 
tees, to fill the vacancy in the board caused by 
the death of his brother. 


A British contemporary says that the follow- 
ing is a copy of a circular now used by a firm of 
advertising agents. It argues that the standard 
of morality among the canvassers employed 
to hunt for advertisements must be a rather low 
one. ‘Dear Sir,—We have this day received 
through Mr.——, one of our canvassers, an 
order from you, to insert an advertisement in 
the —- —— —, &c. We shall be obliged by 
your informing us if you gave such an order. 
Your prompt reply will oblige, as we have to 
pay commission to the canvassers.— Yours 
truly, &c.” Truly this is a charming state of 
affairs. 


M. Motteroz writes to L’Imprimerie upon the 
prejudicial effects of scratching on a preépdréd 
stone when letters or lines have to be corrected. 
Having often to make numerous and delicate 
corrections on my photo-lithographic reproduo- 
tions, he says, I have sought for a means to ob- 
viate such scratching. The following method 
gives without much difficulty the best results: 
I first pull a transfer, and upon this I cover the 
parts to be corrected with a solution of gum, to 
which a little carmine is added to easily indicate 
the particular spot. The transferring being now 
done in the ordinary manner, the ink of the 
parts to be corrected cannot possibly come in 
contact with the stone, and all that has to be 
removed disappears at the first touch of the 
sponge. The correction can then be effected 
with comparative ease, and no trace of the 
mending will be discovered in any subsequent 
impression. 

Gates Curtis, of Ogdensburg, N. Y., proposes 
to test two 35-inch water wheels at the Holyoke 
flume after an entirely new plan. They are 
hung on horizontal shafting about two feet 
apart, so that the water comes down between 
them, and is discharged outwardly at right an- 
gles to the line of descent. A draught tube is of 
course necessary. The object of this is to do 
away with noisy gearing, pulleys being put on 
the aforesaid shafting and running the machin- 
ery by connecting belting.

The peculiarities of this 
remarkable invention are that it focuses three 
times as far from the object under examination 
as either the Stanhope or Codrington lenses. By 
this means scientists and others using the micro- 
scope can examine opaque objects as well as 
transparent ones, as the light can be conveniently 
allowed to fall upon them at any required angle.

The amount of water passing over Niagara 
Falls has been estimated at 100,000,000 tons per 
hour, and its perpendicular descent may be taken 
at 150 feet, without considering the rapids, 
which represent a further fall of 150 feet. The 
force represented by the principal fall alone 
amounts to 16,800,000 horse-power, an amount 
which, if it had to be produced by steam, would 
necessitate an expenditure of not less than 266,- 
000,000 tons of coal per annum, taking the con- 
sumption of coal at four pounds per horse-power 
per hour.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money mar- 
ket worked with the greatest ease, and the re- 
quirements of stock borrowers were readily sup- 
plied at 3 to 4 per cent. on call, while the 
Government bond dealers were accommodated 
at 2to 2!¢ per cent. The closing transactions 
were at 3 to 34¢ per cent. At these figures round 
amounts can be obtained for 60 or 90 days on 
pledge of acceptable collaterals. In the discount 
market prime mercantile paper was quoted at 
31¢ to 5 per cent. Quotations for commercial 
paper are as follows; 60 to 90 days’ indorsed bills 
receivable, 3!¢ to 4 per cent.; 4 months’ accept- 
ances, 4 to 4!¢ per cent.; good single name, 4 to 
6 months, 5 to 6 per cent.; double name, 60 day 
paper, 314 to 4 per cent. ; double name, 4 months, 
4 to 414 per cent., and first-class single name 5 to 
6 per cent. There is no reason to doubt that 
the monetary situation will continue to be char- 
acterized by ease for a considerable time to 
come. Government bonds were inactive early 
in the week, but toward the close an active in- 
quiry prevailed for the new 4s, and some large 
amounts of these bonds changed hands. The 
tharket closed barely steady on a rather better 
distributed business, The new 4 per cents. sold 
at 1024¢ for coupon, and at 10114 for registered ;

Book Papers 
lack the active demand which is imparted to 
them in a season when the publishing houses are 
earnestly at work, and the present request comes 
mainly through small jobbing orders. The de- 
mand for News varies little from week to week, 
as the supplies for large consumers, such as the 
principal daily papers, are purchased oftener and 
contracts are made less seldom than formerly. 
Manilla Papers have not yet been affected by 
the advanced price of stock, nor is this likely to 
occur at any early day, as the supply in the 
market is very large, much of which will be 
likely to be worked off before the effect is 
seen. Binders’ Buvards are little called for 
at present, but prices generally remain 
witbout change. Straw Boards are also quiet, 
and the present is the interval between the quiet 
trade at the close of spring and the active de- 
mand of fail.

COAL.—The Anthracite coal trade is not in 
an active state at the present full price lists. 
Saward’s Coal Trade Journal says: ‘“‘There is 
no wild excitement and crushing to have orders 
filled; all these conditions have been claimed to 
be ruling by certain parties, but they only do 
harm to the coal trade. We take it that there 
is a desire on the part of all concerned or con 
nected with the trade to have a better range of 
prices than ruled during the first five months of 
1879. We find that there is not enough avail- 
able coal to fill the orders which had been taken 
before the rise in prices was announced; that 
boats and vessels are scarce atall the shipping 
points; that there is delay in loading coal at 
almost every tide-water shipping point; in a 
word, dealers and ‘consumers are anxious to 
have delivered to them the coal they had pur- 
chased before the increase in circular rates. We 
do not hear of many new sales being made, as 
the retail dealers had bought coal, and they will 
not, as a rule, buy an additional supply until 
the old purchase is delivered. When sales are 
made they approach the price list, and after the 
next week or ten days it will, no doubt, be the 
rule rather the exception. Lehigh and hard 
white ash coals are scarcer than other qualities, 
and these specialties bring the full rates when 
softer coal. do not. The reports that come to 
hand from time to time of the revival of indus- 
trial pursuits in all parts of the Union havea 
most important bearing on the real question of 
demand and supply. Of the tonnage recorded 
as produced from week to week, not one-half 
arrives at the shipping ports of Philadelphia 
and New York, and of this quantity a consid- 
erable portion is distributed to points north, 
south and west. That portion of the output so 
distributed being brought over the main lines 
to tide, in order to more conveniently and 
cheaply reach the system of inland water trans- 
portation; more coal is being sent up the Erie 
Canal this year than has been the case in any of 
the seven years preceding. It is worth while to 
bear these facts in mind when one hears or reais 
of a half million tons being produced in a 
week.” As the price of coal is not maintained 
at the advance recently agreed upon, it is now 
expected that the auction sale next week will 
show a declining market, or, at least, only a 
very slight improvement compared with the 








prices obtained at the auction sale last 
month. Quotations at tide water are: Lump, 
2.75; Broken, $2.80; Egg, $2.80; Stove, $2.95, 
and Chestnut, $2.95.
